Frederick Douglass could be candid, as he 
was on both sides of the question. He was fearful 
that the impression might get abroad that in 
England matters were not greatiy better off than - 
here. If I get on a railroad car, and a coloured 
man on board knows not where to sit, the instant 
he saw him, he came and sat by him. In case 
there were none on board, he generally had the 
luxury of a' whole seat—the only privilege his 
colour afforded him. If some Professor, or Gov. 
Briggs, or Gov. Seward, were on board, he would 
drop down on the seat beside him, thus affording 
an exception. In this country, the prejudice 
seemed to get stronger as the people were lower 
in class, even to the Irishman just eome over. The 
, intense hatred of that people he could not account 
| for, as' it certainly was not the case in Ireland. 

He attributed it to the fact that they were anxious 
to find some one lower than themselves. Asking 
one of them the reason, the reply was, “ No one 
respects them, nor do we.” He sought to get a 
cabin passage on an Oswego -boat, after election¬ 
eering to get Gerrit Smith to Congress, where he 
wouldn’t stay, and was about to obtain his ticket, 
when the agent refused it on account of his colour. 

He tendered his money and demanded a cabin 
passage, but was compelled to take a deck ticket. 

He assured the man he was going to take a cabin 
passage, and was threatened with being dragged 
out. He did so, and was unmolested, getting a. 
cabin passage on deck fare. In Western New 
York, a coloured man was respected if he made 
himself respectable ; not all at once, but certainly.

I am about to assume that the most 
genuine patriots here are black men. They have 
exhibited as much courage and energy as the 
white man, without his incentives.

Know-Nothing question seems to be the absorbing 
one; in some parts of the State, the Temperance 
or Maine law issue will he made, but the great 
contest will be in the principles involved in the 
Nebraska-Kansas bill.

last night and was forcibly impressed that it was 
time to commence our duty now. My acquaint¬ 
ance with your citizens commenced under the 
singular circumstances connected with the arrest 
of Jerry. I met noble men here then. I met 
noble women here. Since that, Syracuse has been 
associated in my mind with grateful memories. 

I was enabled to hold back the minions of law 
till the friends of freedom had time to organize 
their movement. Yet, with all this, I must de¬ 
clare that Syracuse is not a free city. Loguen 
abides here only by sufferance. His master has 
aright to take him back without papers, as was 
attempted in Hlinois. I would advise you not to 
boast "that Syracuse is a free city, but to make it 
one. Let the fugitive have rest in your borders. 
I learned in Illinois that the rescuers were arrested. 
From Buffalo I wrote to Gerrit Smith, that I 
feared our friends in Auburn bad done wrong in 
giving bail. They should have gone to jail, and 
left it for the people to tear the prison down. If 
New York will let the Fugitive Slave law be en¬ 
forced, let her pay the expense. The prisoners 
could walk out and go home, and there wait to 
be rearrested. Thus see to it how long the people 
would allow this; and let the military come out 
to keep them in confinement. I do not wish to 
urge to acts of violence ; but, like Mrs. Wells, I 
prefer the death of twenty kidnappers to the re¬ 
turn of one slave. I respect my non-resistant 
friends, but my non-resistance is tike the faith of 
the old woman when her horses ran away. They 
asked her how she felt ; she replied, 1 1 felt 
my trust strong in God till the breeching 
broke ’ (applause). Then fails my non-resistance. 
The Conventions used to call for the repeal of the 
Fugitive Slave law. Nowthey ask for a modifica¬ 
tion. What odds does this make to the slave, so 
long as he goes back ? Does it make the lash bite 
the less keenly? Is it any difference whether a 
Commissioner send him back, or whether twelve 
men do it ? What about habeas corpus ? A Judge 
issues a writ and the man is brought over the 
street; the papers are looked at, pronounced all 
right, and the man is sent back.” 

Mr. Gibbs then proceeded to chastise the Com¬

In another period, when slavery shall have been 
rolled away, and men have recovered from tbe 
insanity with which it,affects all who touch it or 
apologise for it, such outburst of popular enthu¬ 
siasm for personal liberty will be remembered with 
honour. 

The dry prudence of souls that regard the public 
prosperity to tie in its outside peace, and in mate¬ 
rial wealth; tbe expediency and tergiversations 
of men from 1850 to 1854, will be, at a day not far

markable size he preserved in his garret or granary, 
where they were sometimes visited by the curious. * 
Fortunately, Mr. 0. W. Peale was able to buy 
these fragments, which went a good way towards 
constituting an entire skeleton. For three months 
the father and son, with numerous workmen and 
expensive machinery, patiently pursuing their ex¬ 
cavations. over an area of many square miles. 
Sometimes two hundred labourers were employed 
simultaneously. The narrative of the excitements 
and the discouragements incident to their toils is 
of deep interest, but too detailed for extended 
quotation. When their success was finally 
crowned by the long-sought and long-deferred dis¬ 
covery of the under-jaw, “ the unconscious woods,” 
says Rembrandt Peale, “ echoed with repeated 
huzzahs, which could not have been more animated 
if every tree had participated in the joy, ‘ Gra¬ 
cious God, what a jaw ! How many animals 
have been crushed by it!’ was the exclamation of 
all; a fresh supply of grog went round, and the 
hearty fellows, covered with mud, continued the 
search with increasing vigour.” 

Thus terminated this strange and laborious 
campaign of three months. “ Our venerable 
relics,” says the narrator, “ were carefully packed 
up in distinct cases; and loading two wagons with 
them, we bade adieu to the vallies and stupendous 
mountains of Shaivangunk.” 

From the bones thus obtained two skeletons, 
nearly perfect, were framed, the summit of the 
head and the end of the tail, in each case, being 
the only deficiencies. 

There is therefore reason to suppose that a simi- 
i lar result might attend further experiments of the 
same kind in the neighbourhood of Poughkeepsie. 
All that is wanting, probably, is a subscription 
for the small amount which we have mentioned, 
to add another to the scant collection now exist¬ 
ing of these memorials of an age anterior to the 
periods of authentic history. But if there be not 
scientific enthusiasm and enterprise enough to ac¬ 
complish the undertaking, we may presume it will | 
grove an inviting speculation to tbe showman.—
